ment, but business. 
Shei has bought o: 


us what she was compelled to, but she 
has lionght no more; and the conse- 
quence hits been an enormous falling1 


off in our trade, sufficient alone to ac- 
count for half of the disaster which has 
Befallen our business interests.

011 in manufactures which has glutted

,o«. 
It has been tho result of protec- 


ive tariffs from their first inception, 
'he first effect is to unduly stimulate 
rmnufacturing and th fire-by competi- 


ion. 
Then follows that falling in 


>rices over which the short-siRhted 
>rotectkmist gloats as the fruits of his 
>et policy. The next step is tlie scram- 
ble to unload and this soon results in 
stagnation. There is nothing new in 
the process. 
It is as old as protective 


tariffs lire. 


The most absurd of the pretenses by 


which it is sought to justify the attack 
on the democratic party is that the 
foundation of the trouble has been 
dread of tariff change.
